Last Friday forenoon with some four hundred feet o 
drill pipe in the well the oil was forced in nearly a contin- 
uous stream for nearly three hours during which time it 
was estimated that the flow amounted to at least 100 bar- 
rels per day. . “ase 

During the afternon some four hundred additional feet 
of drill pipe were inserted in the well but on account of 
the obstruction caused by the drill collars which are placed 
in the pipe at intervals of 60 feet and in which the hole 
is reduced to 2 inches the oil refused to flow. 

; Should Make Thorough Test 
On account of the conflicting reports being circulated 
as to the capacity of the well, it is very assential that a 
-reliable test should be made to show the true production 
of this new find. Two factions appear to be responsible 
for the very conflicting reports that have been circulated. 
These are the parties that are trying to secure leases and 
those that have been fortunate enough to hold° drilling 


rights in the new field. These same conditions usually | 


crop up in all new fields thus making. it very hard to se- 
cure facts as to actual production. That the well is a com- 
mercial one has been proven beyond a doubt, but just 
what its value will be appears to be very much in doubt. 
However, we hope within the next few days some move 
will be made to determine its real capacity. _ 
Leases in Demand 
Filing on new leases has been quite active in the Dom4 
- inion Land Office but on acount of the distance from the 
- new well of any available leases the rush has not been as 
big as might be expected,very few holding leases with- 
in a few miles of the new well can be induced to-put a 
price on them, and while other locations have been con- 
sidered just as promising for oil the parties looking for 
leases appear to be anxious to get something within a few 
miles of B.P. No. 2. It is reported that several leases 
have changed hands near Fabyan No. 1 at $10.00 per acre 


but we have been unable to secure the names ofthe pur- 


chasers. Several other drills are reported to have been 
ordered for the new field but those interested will not di- 
vulge their locations till the rigs arrive, in the meantime 
they are trying to secure more acreage. _ .

Netaral Resources Bulletin 


Interesting Vital Statistics Dealing 
With Prairie Provinces 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa says: 

Of all the many natural resources 
which the prairie provinces possess 
the greatest is their.people. . The na- 
tural increase from births is Canada’s 
best source of population, and the 
growth and maintenance of this in- 
crease js her first duty. 

rhe Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has just issued a report of Vital slat- 
istics for 1921 which gives some inter: 
esting figures on the birth-rate of the 
prairie. provinces. The total number 
births was 57,5 of which Ma 
toba had 18,478, Saskatchewan 22/493 
and Alberta 16,561. There. was an 
excess of male births over female of 
1,604 in the three provinces. This, 
however, was materially reduced dur- 
ing the year by the larger number of 
deaths among male infants, there be- 
ing 34. male deaths and 
female, or a difference of 710, 
a net incerease of males for the year 
of 894.
